Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1965. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General' s estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  11,2*00  which  represents  an  increase  of  160  over  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

Live  Births  and  Rate 


The  number  of  live-births  was  l62f  (81  M.  83  F.)  a decrease  of  25 
from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birthrate  was  accordingly, 
I4.47  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General' s Comparability 
Factor,  which  is  computed  from  a population  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts,  becomes  17.07J 
this  rate  was  lower  than  that  of  I8.O  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  was  1 (M.)  and  the  stillbirth 
rate  was  accordingly  6.O6  which  was  lower  than  that  of  15*7  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  was  3 (M.)  and  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  was  accordingly  18.29  and  was  sli^tly  lower  than  that  of  19*0  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  causes  of  death  were:- 

Respiratory  Distress:  Premat'urity:  - 5 hours 

Asphjocia  due  to  Laryngeal  Spasm  (Got  Death)) 

Natural  Causes  ) •“  3 months 

Hyaline  Membrane  Disease:  Prematurity:  1 day 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths 
and  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  Prematurity,  Asphyxia  and  Atelectasis, 
Biiiih  Injuries  and  Congenital  Malformations  and  the  most  important  maternal 
factor  is  Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Rate 


This  rate  was  agin  nil  as  there  were  no  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  and  Abortion. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  139  (83  M,  56  F.)  and  the 
crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  12.19  which,  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General's  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  is  reduced  to 
9.63  and  was  lower  than  that  of  11.5  for  England  and  Wales. 
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The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths,  as  would  naturally  be  expected,  I 

was  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  j 
System;  of  these  there  were  54«  1 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  39  of  | 
those  deaths  or  approximately  7^  which  is  a high  percentage.  The  age  j 

groups  were  as  follow:-  1 between  45  - 54^  6 between  55  ~ 64!  20  between  | 
65  “ 74!  12  over  75  years.  The  majority  of  deaths  were  over  65  years,  ! 

including  12  over  75  years  and  these  figures,  although  small,  conform  to 
the  usual  pattern  that  the  majority  of  these  deaths  occur  amongst  liie 
elderly  and  the  aged  which  would  seam  to  indicate  that  one  of  the  .j 

causative  factors  is  due  to  a degenerative  process,  although  the  actual 
cause  is  still  obsctire,  with  particular  reference  to  those  who  die  in 
early  life.  j 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest  cause 
of  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups!  4 between  45  *“  54!  7 between  55  “ 

64!  9 between  65  - 74!  6 over  75  years.  As  cancer  can  be  treated 

successfully  if  not  too  advanced,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the 
majority  of  those  patients  sought  medical  examination  too  late. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung/Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  8 (7M.IF.)  of  those 
deaths  compared  with  three  in  the  previous  year,  in  the  following  age- 
groups!  1 between  45  - 54!  3 between  55  - 64!  4 between  65  - 74  years. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  usually  occurs  in  earlier  age-groups  than 
other  forms  of  Cancer,  excluding  Cancer  of  the  Breast,  and  having  regard 
to  the  fact  that  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  District  is  negligible, 
and  that  deaths  amongst  males  invariably  predominate,  it  may  be  assumed 
that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke  is  a caus  tive  factor  amongst  those 
who  have  a predisposition  to  the  disease. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  was  the  cause  of  two  deaths,  1 in  the  early 
age-group  of  45  - 54  and  1 between  65  - 74  years.  Many  deaths  occur 
in  early  life,  and  taking  account  of  the  insidious  nature  of  the  disease, 
diagnosis  of  Cancer  in  this  site  is  comparatively  easier  than  other  forms 
of  Cancer  and  again  it  may  be  assumed  that  medical  examination  is  sou^t 
too  late. 

Amongst  the  other  causes  of  death  there  was  no  exceptional  mortality. 
There  was  no  death  due  to  Infectious  Disease. 

Infectious  Diseases 


None  of  the  serious  infections  was  notified,  and  the  incidence  of 
others  was  very  low. 

Measles 

187  cases  were  notified  in  comparison  with  13  in  the  previous  year. 
This  follows  the  usual  pattern  of  outbreaks  occuring  every  second  year. 

Measles  'per  se’  is  not  a serious  infection  these  days  and  its 
formerly  serious  complications  are  now  becoming  less  and  less  frequent; 
Vi/hen  they  do  occur,  with  the  exception  of  Acute  Encephalitis  which  is 
very  rare,  treatment  by  the  Antibiotics  is  usually  specific. 

It  is  equivocal  whether  this  infection  should  still  be  statutorily 
notifiable  as  during  outbreaks.  Practitioners  are  otherwise  fully  engaged 
and  have  little  time  to  make  these  notifications  and  Office  Staffs  are 
obliged  to  register  and  arrange  payment  of  the  notification  fees  which  is 
an  xannecessary  waste  of  time  and  expenditure. 

Whooping  Cough 

It  is  noteworthy  that  no  case  was  notified  throu^out  the  year, 
which  can  only  be  attributed  to  the  effectiveness  of  vaccination.  Be5:5re 
vaccination  began  to  take  effect,  outbreaks  were  common  and  there  were 
many  deaths  amongst  infants  due  to  Broncho— pneumonia. 
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Pood  Poisoning 

Only  one  case  was  notified  due  to  Salmonella  typhi-murixun,  which 
is  the  most  common  cause  of  food  poisoning,  but  it  usually  occurs 
sporadically  and  outbreaks  are  very  uncommon. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influensal  Pneumonia 

Two  cases  were  notified.  Including  the  secondary  Pneumonias 
which  are  not  notifiable,  there  were  nine  deaths  in  the  following  age- 
groups:  1 between  53  " 3 between  65-74;  5 over  75  years. 

Rieximonia  is  a common  terradjial  cause  of  death  amongst  the  aged. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  noteworthy  that  no  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was 
notified,  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Also  no  new  case  of  non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified, ??hich 
is  an  evident  index  of  the  safety  of  the  miH-k  supplies;  also  the  10Q^ 
meat  inspection  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  shows  that  there  is 
minimal  infection  of  cattle  and  cows. 

Also,  there  was  no  death  which  is  a reflection  of  the  efficaciousness 
of  moderri  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  very  satisfactory  during  the  year,  and  I yrould  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  you  for  your  support  of  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  efficient  service.

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  December,  1 

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  year  Mr,  D,  H,  Poole  joined  me  as 
Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector,  This  enabled  the  department  to  tackle 
the  ari’cars  of  v/ork  especially  inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  19^'3 

After  a slight  delay  due  to  a shortage  of  labour,  I was  able  to  put  the 
weekly  refuse  collection  service  into  operation,  ^ith  the  larger  type  vehicle 
now  in  use  the  cost  of  licensing  is  rather  heavy  (£A50) , this  will  rise  to  £500 
next  year  with  the  delivery  of  the  new  vehicle,  I think  a good  case  could  be 
made  for  refuse  collection  vehicles  to  be  exempt  from  this  tax. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  improved  very  much  in  the  earlier  part  of 
the  year  v;ith  the  taking  on  of  a second  contractor  for  a short  period.  Later 
on,  however,  the  service  deteriorated, 

I am  glad  to  say  vxe  v/ere  able  to  provide  a 100^  meat  inspection  service, 
although  the  majority  of  this  work  is  done  out  of  office  hours. 

The  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  fell  during  the  year 
from  35  to  32,

The  mains  v/ater  supply  in  the  area  is  provided  "by  the  Mid  Kent  Water 
Company*  Most  of  the  area  is  covered  hy  a mains  supply,  only  the  more 
isolated  properties  are  without  such  a supply*  One  estate,  Eastwell  Park, 
have  their  own  private  supply  and  some  26  properties  within  the  estate  are 
connected  to  this  supply*  No  extension  of  mains  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year*  A proposed  scheme  for  four  houses  was  investigated,  but  the  cost 
was  prohibitive.  None  of  the  supplies  is  plumbo-solvent*  In  the  parish  of 
Rucldinge  four  properties  obtain  their  domestic  water  from  a stand  pipe*

Dui'ing  the  year  a survey  of  we  Lis  and  rainwater  tahics  was  commenced  and  of 
the  50  known  to  exist  23  were  sampled.  No  mains  water  is  available  to  these 
23  properties  because  they  are  so  isolated.  The  householder  was  warned  in  all 
cases  of  unsatisfactory  supplies  to  boil  all  drinking  water.  It  is  hoped  to 
continue  this  survey  next  year. 


Five  villages  within  the  area  are  sewered,  t\70  of  these  being  only  partially 
sev/ered  (i.e,  Mersham  and  Brabourne  Lees),  Wye,  Hamstreet  and  Chilham  al].  having 
new  works,  A major  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Brabourne  and  Smeeth  was 
commenced  during  the  year  (sewers).  The  treatment  works  are  outside  the  district 
and  work  commenced  on  this  - last  year.  It  is  hoped  to  have  this  scheme  in 
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operati.on  early  in  1 3^1  m A scheme  for  the  village  of  Brook  has  Been  prepared 
and  approved  by  the  Ministiry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  However,  due  to 
the  economic  situation,  the  work  has  not  yet  started.  This  is  a pity  as  the 
subsoil  in  this  area,  is  heavy  clay  malcing  it  very  difficult  for  the  cesspool  and 
septic  tanlc  drainage  of  the  properties  to  operate  efficiently  and  pollution  of 
ditches,  etc.  continues  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  prevent  this.  A small 
e.h:t elision  in  the  village  of  Mersham  has  been  held  up  for  the  same  reason. 

S dienes  for  the  villages  of  Warehorne,  Bilsington  and  Ruclcinge  are  being  prepared 
and  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  sewering  of  the  whole  of  Mersham. 

Cesspool  Empt.yLnga 

The  emptying  of  cesspools  over  the  v/hole  district  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council  twice  yearly  on  request,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  rates.  The  work  is 
carried  out  by  a Contractor  on  the  Council’s  behalf.  During  the  year  2,029 
cesspools  were  emptied  of  v/hich  235  were  at  Council  owned  properties.  The  total 
cost  to  the  Council  was  £2,900.  The  number  of  requests  for  the  emptying  of 
cesspools  increases  every  year  and  because  of  the  shortage  of  labour,  the 
Contractor  finds  it  increasingly  difficult  to  provide  a satisfactoiy  service  at 
all  times.  Because  of  serious  delays  it  was  necessary  to  employ  a second 
Contractor  earlier  on  in  the  year  for  a period,  this  did  give  considerable 
relief  to  the  normal  Contractor  and  for  a while  the  service  was  reasonable. 

During  the  last  month  or  so  the  service  again  began  to  deterioriate.

Daring  the  year  nearly  30  houses  viere  converted  from  pail  or  ahemical  closet 
to  a water  closet  with  septic  tank  or  cesspool  drainage,  an  improvement  on  last 
year’s  fj.gi^re.  The  estimated  number  of  pail  and  chemical  closets  is  rs,?iher 
high.  It  had  been  hoped  that  a survey  of  properties  could  be  made  during  the 
year  to  ascertain  the  true  figure,  it  was  not  possibl.e,  however,  to  do  this, 

A check  on  the  records  did  shov/  that  last  year’ s figure  of  667  was  rather  on 
the  high  side,  and  a slightly  lower  figure  has  been  substituted.

Registered  Premises. 

There  were  two  new  registrations  of  premises  during  the  year,  but  as  one 
registered  premises  closed,  the  total  increase  amounts  to  only  one.  This  new 
total  of  54  is  made  up  as  follows;

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During  the  year  inspections  were  made  of  these  premises*  AID.  the 
retailers  of  ice  cream  seD.l  pre-packed  from  one  or  other  of  the  large  combines 
and  consequently  it  was  not  thought  necessary  to  take  any  samples*  A total  of 
118  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises*

The  clearance  of  individual  unfit  houses  continued  during  the  je&T  albeit 
very  slov/ly,  the  snail  a.llocation  of  council  houses  having  sone  bearing  on  the 
progress  of  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  on  three 
properties  during  the  year  and  11  houses  on  which  Orders  had  been  previously 
naxle  were  nade  fit.  Very  fei?  unfit  houses  on  the  original  list  remain  to  be 
dealt  with. 


There  v/as  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Improvement  and  Standard  G-rants  applied 
for  during  the  year,  a total  of  32  compared  \7ith  35  last  year. 


Twentysix  applications  for  Discretionary  G-rants  were  received  during  the 
year,  all  were  approved.  The  cost  of  works  involved  was  approximately  £2ii.,000 
and  the  amount  of  grant  £7,826.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


(1 ) Collection, 

■,7ith  the  delivery  of  the  new  refuse  vehicle  in  April  and  the  eventual 
recruitment  of  extra  staff,  it  was  possible  to  commence  the  overall  weekJ.y 
refuse  collection  service  during  the  third  week  if  May,  The  new  scheme  has 
operated  very  successfully.  Refuse  is  still  collected  from  the  kerbside,  except 
in  the  case  of  an  aged  or  infimed  person  when  the  refuse  is  collected  from  the 
dwelling,  A very  small  minority  do  object  to  this  kerbside  collection,  but  the 
saving  is  considerable  and  in  these  days  of  ever  increasing  costs  any  effort  to 
keep  the  ra.tes  down  is  v/orthwhile. 

During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  paper  saok  system  and  a visit 
was  made  by  several  Members  and  myself  to  the  Swale  Rural  District  v/here  this 
system  has  been  in  operation  for  some  years.  The  general  feeling  was  that  this 
system  of  refuse  collection  thou^  excellent,  v/ould,  if  accepted,  cost  more  to 
operate  than  the  present  system.  It  was  decided,  therefore,  in  the  interest  of 
economy  not  to  proceed  \ilth  the  scheme  for  the  present#, 

(2)  Disposal, 

All  the  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  this  being  at  the  present 
time  the  easiest  method  because  tipping  space  is  still  available  within  the 
district,  ffithin,  ho'wever,  five  or  six  years  two  of  the  four  tips  at  present 
in  use  will  be  filled  and  of  no  further  use  for  this  purpose,  and  some  thought 
should  soon  be  given  to  the  method  of  disposal  to  be  adopted  after  this  t:7m9. 

The  ,i^hford  Urban  District  Council  requested  duiing  the  year  that  thej"  be  given 
the  use  of  the  recently  purchased  Quarry  tip  at  Aldington  as  an  emergency  measure 
as  their  own  tip  T7as  full  and  difficulties  had  arisen  over  their  proposed  nea  tip. 
Permission  wa.s  granted  in  the  first  place  for  a period  of  9 months  and  was  later 
extended  for  a further  1 2 months  as  these  difficulties  had  not  been  resolved. 

This  tip  is  strictly  controlled,  men  and  equipment  for  this  purpose  being  supplied 
by  the  Urban  District  Council  because  of  the  extensive  use  being  made  of  the  tip 
by  them.  It  is  estimated  that  78-1OOO  cu,yd5,  per  year  of  household  refuse  is 
being  deposited  in  tliis  tip  by  the  Ashford  Urban  Council,  ’fith  tipping  space  in 
the  country  areas  around  Ashford  ra,pidly  becoming  exhausted,  other  methods  of 
refuse  disposal  must  be  explored  as  a long  term  policy,  and  it  nay  well  be  that 
some  joint  disposal  scheme  between  the  local  councils  \7ill  provide  the  answer* 

(3)  Staff, 

The  staff  at  present  engaged  on  refuse  collection  and  disposal  consists  of 
5 driver/loaders  and  A loaders,  one  driver/loader  being  engaged  mainly  on  tip 
maintenance.  They  work  together  very  well  and  I have  been  very  pleased  with 
their  work  during  the  year. 
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The  collection  of  paper  salvage  continued  during  the  year.  The  results 
were  rather  disappointing  showing  a slight  drop  in  tonnage  over  last  year. 

Due  to  an  ihcrease  in  prices  during  the  year  the  value  of  the  paper  collected 
v/as  not  so  lov/  as  it  would  otherwise  have  been  considering  the  drcp  in  tonnage.

LITTER. 

The  indiscriminate  tipping  of  rubbish  on  official  and  unofficial  lay-bys 
and  roadside  verges  continues  to  be  a problem.  As  far  as  possible  weekly 
collections  are  made  of  litter  bins.

Prom  time  to  time  special  collections  are 
made  from  various  places  in  the  district  to  clear  rubbish  thrown  5.nto  the 
hedgerows.  The  cost  of  this  service  is  borne  by  the  general  ratepaj’-er  who, 
more  often  than  not,  is  perfectly  innocent  of  this  horrible  habit.  The  cost  of 
clearing  certain  litter  ba.slcets  on  the  A,  20  is  reimbursed  by  the  County  Council 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministicy  of  Transport, 


RjllOVAL  OF  isimoim  mUCLES. 

As  yet  this  problem  is  not  so  serious  in  this  district  as  it  apparently  is 
in  others.  Nevertheless  the  Council  is  from  time  to  time  called  upon  to  deal 
with  an  abandoned  vehicle.  During  the  year  four  abandoned  vehicles  were  removed, 
tv/o  at  the  expense  of  the  Council, 

HOP  PICKERS  C/JIPS. 

Only  two  small  camps  are  in  use  for  hop  pickers  and  seasonal  v/orkers.
